50-64 has been named “BRIGHT STARLIGHT” and we hope to have 
enough stock of it for 1958. We have several others that we think are 
winners. Ask to see them if you come our way. We will also be blooming 
two crops of seedlings this year. Those that didn’t bloom in 1956 because 
of the freeze and our normal 1957 crop. If providence is with us we should 
have lots of bloom.

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Our 1957 Introductions 


SCALLAWAG (Beattie 1957) E. M. 38 in. 
This gay scamp was an unexpected by- 
product of our varagata breeding. The 
flowers have a delightfully ruffled, 
flaring form that goes well with and 
seems a part of its gay and cheery 
color combination. The standards are 
deep golden yellow and the falls are 
of the same color with a full almost 
laid on pattern of rich red brown that 
vividly follows each vein in the fall 
to give a complete, almost plicata-like 
pattern of the red over the yellow. 
A clean border of yellow around the 
ruffled edges of the falls helps to 
emphasis this pattern and the overall 
result is seen in the finished flowers 
Which have a brightly gay and care- 
free appearance tnat immediately 
catches everyones eyes with its scalla- 
waggish, come over here, | dare you 
look. The tall stalks have exceedingly 
good branching with the first branca 
beginning in the foliage, and the others 
placed on the stalk well in proportion 
to the first. The placement is good and 
the many buds are of rich, golden 
yellow with a brown flush and apple 
green midrib, making the plant a thing 
of beauty even before bloom. This 
is one iris we couldn’t ignore and 


most of our garden visitors returned 
to it again and again. A good increaser 
and very vigorous.
